IJy two girl.s who worked for him at his 
nightclub, the Carou.scI, in Dallas prior 
to JFK’s as.sas;iination, here’s a bizarre yet 
sympathetic portrait of Jack Ruby, the 
slayer of Lee Harvey Oswald. Certainly 
the portrait they draw is that of a char- 
acter out of Runyon. Ruby’s preoccupation 
with “cla.s.s" — his own term — amounted al- 
most to an ob.sc.s.sion. The Carousel was a 
clip joint, by anyone’s definition; yet Ruby 
zealously maintained certain standards of 
respectability. More than anything else, 
the book olfers a keyhole look at the in- 
ner workings of a sleazy Texas nightclub. 
- — and a gruff, lonely and pathetic man. 
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JACK .RUBY'S GIRLS is a 
funny book about the sad and 
tawdry milieu of a man and a place 
where “dirty-ankic sex” was the 
basic product. It tells about the 
girls who worked a't Ruby’s 
Carousel Club, how they bilked 
customers and were frequently 
counter-bilked. It is not an erotic 
book, but a bawdy one. Jack Ruby 
was a jangling mosaic of 
eccentricities, and while wc 
probably will never know why he 
did what he did, the book helps 
explain the things tliat made 
him what he was.
